Provisions of the Treaty. 
The treaty provides an arrangement 
whereby Morgan & Co. wil) be guaranteed 
the payment of $10,000,000 to be advanced 
for the funding of part of the Honduran 
debt, which originally amounted to $100,000. 
It is proposed that, under the terms of 
the agreement between the United States 
and Honduras, the bankers be allowed to 
name a committee which shall have super- 


‘vision of the collection of customs in the

Central American republic. A certain per- 
centage of the customs revenue then will be 
applied to the liquidation of the debt assumed 
by the Morgan syndicate. The United States 
wilh be looked to for the enforcement of 
this arrangement if it should be ratified. 
Senator William Alden Smith of Michigan 
¢aused the first sensation by producing be- 
fore the committee a circular letter issued 
in August, 1909, by the English bankers to 
whom Honduras owes most of its debt. This 
circular was addressed to other holders of 
Honduran obligations and invited them to 
become parties to a council of all the cred- 
tors of the republio. 


| Morgan Demands Treaty, 
The document went on to state that nego- 
tiations were in progress between this coun- 
i amd the Morgan banking house for the 
purpose of arranging à funding of the debt. 
It was said thet Morgan had offered to 
purchase the Honduran obligations at 15 per 
cent of their face value, provided a treaty 
oould be obtained under which the payment 
of the debt by Honduras could be enforced.

|SHOOT INTO MOB 


TO PROTECT DIAZ: 


CAPITAL AFLAME 


Troops Kill and Wound Rioters 
Outside Palace Where the 
Aged Chief Lies Ill, 


OTHER CITIES In TURMOIL 


Demonstration Starts When Presi- 
dent Fails to Resign as 
Announced. 


NOW EXPECTED 10 QUIT TODAY 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNB.)] 

Mexico City, May 24.—Government troops 
and police tonight fired upon rioters outside 
the national palace who were enraged by an 
announcement that President Diaz and Vice 
President Corral would not resign before 
tomorrow instead of today, as had been 
promised. 

At least three persons were killed and 
scores who took part in the widespfead dem- 
onstration were wounded. The whole capital 
is seething. The office of the Imparcial, the 
government organ, was wrecked by rioters. 

Telegraphic reports were received tonight 
stating that demonstrations were in progress 
at Tehuantepec, Guadalajara, and Zacate- 
cas. The federal governors of Jalisco, Man- 
ue] Cuesta Gallardo, was driven out. At 
Zacatecas the troops fired on the mob, kill- 
j ing four. 


Outbreak in Halls of Congress, 

The anti-Diaz demonstration in the capi- 
tal was precipitated by an outbreak of Ma- 
dere sympathizers in the gaileries of the 
chamber of deputies in the afternoon 
Then until 9 o'clock the mobs which formed 
encountered practically no opposition by the 
authorities and apparently Nttle restriction 
was necessary. Shouting vivas for Madero, 
vy they paraded thé streets of the capital, but 
always in an orderly fashion except for the 
noise, and occasional instances of vandalism 
were immediately condemned by the thou- 
sands of marching men who joined in shorts 
of Order, order.“ 

At 8:30 o' clock it appeared that the crowd 
was dispersing. 

The main body had been broken into 
smaller groups, but at that time some of 
these had grown more demonstrative in the 
big plaza in front of the palace and the police 
determined the time had come for drastic 
measures. 

Hail of Bullets Strikes Mob. 

The shouting, gesticulating mass of hu- 
manity was warned to move on, but the order 
of the police was received with derision, 
Again the rioters were told to disperse and 
again no attention was paid to the order. 
Quickly the shouts of ridicule were turned 
into cries of anguish for the guns of the 


living stumbled in a mad rush over the bodies 
of the dead and wounded. 

The narrow streets leading from the zocalo 
were jammed with fleeing men and women. 
For a few minutes the guns were stilled, but 
a regathering in the street corners of the 
now thoroughly enraged as well as*fright- 
ened partisans of Madero resulted in an- 
other order to fire at will. The mob fled, 
but contrary to all traditione of Mexico 
thé troops had not yet intimidated the rioters 
to the point where they were willing to sub- 
mit. They refused to do more than scatter 
into miniature mobs, each shouting for 
Madero and yelling for the early downfall of 
the present government. 


Diaz Ill with Fever, 

In the midst of it all President Diaz lay 
on a sick bed. It was stated by his wifethat 
despite recent optimistic official reports of 
his condition he has been in a high fever 
during the last five days and unable to see 
visitors. Mme. Diaz said the president's 
prin@ipal diet was warm milk. Hiscondition 
is considered serious by members of his 
family. 

The presidential palace was crowded with 
yisitors, mostly personal friends, who had 
called to pay their respects and toshow their 
loyalty in the hours of the decline of his 
power. There were not chairs enough in the 
palace for them and they stood on the stair- 
ways, in the parlors, and lined the corridors. 

Almost at the moment of the beginning of 
the demonstration the American ambassa- 
dor, Henry Lane Wilson, entered the palace. 
He chatted for some time with Mme. Diaz, 
the latter expressing her regrets thet the 
president was too ill to receive any visitors. 
The call lasted twenty minutes. When the 
ambassador emerged he found troops lined 


up in front of the palace and mounted police 


at both ends of the block. 

The troops which did the shooting rein- 
forced the police later. The shouts of the 
mob crying “ Viva Madero!’ and Death 
to Diaz!“ could plainly be heard by the am- 
pbaseador, although they did not penetrate 
so far as the president's bedchamber, except 
when some careless servant allowed the door 
to remain open for a moment. The ambas- 
sador’s motor car moved with difficulty. 
During tte progress at times grimy hande 
were thrust inside and the diplomat saluted 
with vivas. 


Signal for Outburst, 

The chamber of deputies had been in 65 
sion more than an hour when it became 
known that the resignations of Diaz and Cor- 
ral were not to be presented today. The 
chamber was crowded to its capacity and the 
doors bad been closed upon a large number 
who sought admittance and who for à time 
stood in orderly group about the entrance. 

Then & number of men and boys appeared 
bearing printed sheets declaring that Dias 
hed refused to resign. That was a signal for 
an outburst of indignation. The shouting in

NO TAX LEVY LAW 


Failure of Upper House to 
Pass Bill Endangers All 
Legislature’s Appro- 
priations. 


RUSH CALL TO SENATORS.

Springfield, III. May 24.—[{Special.)]—The 
state senate failed to pase the tax levy bill 
It was overlooked by some mischance in the 


| whirl of fixing up the conference reports over 


the omnibus appropriation bil] on the night 
of May 19. Consequently the state faces a 
parliamentary mess which may endanger 
every appropriation for general and school 
purposes made by the forty-seventh general 
assembly. 

This strange situation was discovered this 
afternoon by the experts in the office of Secre- 
tary of State Rose and of State Auditor Mo- 
Cullough, who were checking over the appro- 
priation measures. 

The bill, which had passed the house, au- 
thorized a state tax levy for all general pur- 
poses of $7,750,000 for each year of the bien- 
nial period beginning July 1 and of $2,000,000 
annually for school purposes for the same 
period. The total revenue authorized by the 
bill is $19,500,000 for the two years. 

Without this ure properly enacted 
there remains no means whatever of collect. 
ing the state taxes necessary to maintain the 
state government in all of its departments, 
The records show that the tax levy bill was 
passed by the house on May 16 and was re- 
ported to the senate on the same date. The 
records show it never went past second read- 
ing in the senate. 


Hurry Call to Senators, 

Heut. Gov. Oglesby tonight sent a hurry 
up call to all of the senators directing that 
they be in their seats next Wednesday to 
take action on the tax levy IJ. He also 
sent a caustic message to Senator Hurburgh 
at Galesburg. 

It is Mr. Oglesby’s opinion that the sine 
die resolution is now the property of the sen- 
ate and that it le up to the senate to make 
the first move. 

He will advise that the senate rescind its 
action on the sine die resolution and extend 
the session two days and await concurrent 
action by the house. 

If the house concurs in the rescinding, the 


for the tax levy bill to get two readings in 
the senate and be passed Thursday. 
Must Be Passed Quickly. 

Some method must be devised to get a tax 
levy bill passed and signed by the governor 
or the state will be bankrupt within fifteen 
days, according to the figures of State Treas- 
urer Mitchell and State Auditor McCullough. 

From a parliamentary standpoint the sine 
die resolution killing all bills on the calendar 
on May 19 and causing a recess until May 31, 
at which only the message from the governor 
may be considered, is in the hands of Repre- 
sentative David E. Shanahan, chairman of 
the house appropriation committee, on a tech- 
nica] motion to reconsider it. 


Shanahan May Hold the Key. 

Over and against all of this is the delicate 
political situation in which the legislature 
now finds itself. 

The sine die resolution being in the hands of 
Mr. Shanahan, an anti-Deneen man on the 
waterway question and all other questions 
and closely in touch with Speaker Adkinag, he 
may refuse to make any move for reconsider- 
ation of the resolution which would pull the 
senate out of its pickle without an ironclad 
agreement on the part of the senate for an 
oversummer recess of the legislature follow- 
ing the rejuvenation of the levy bill. 

This scheme, according to the talk here to- 
night, would make it impossible for the gov- 
ernor to call an immediate extra session and 
would preclude the possibility of the gov- 
ernor putting up the waterway question di. 
rectly, to the house, as he could do by an extra 
session call, 


Must Fulfill Party Pledges. 

From sources of information close to the 
governor, it may be stated that he will not 
be a party to any sort of legislative agree- 
ment which does not carry with it the ful 
fillment of the platform pledges upon which 
the. Republicans won in the last state and 
legislative election. 

As the case is viewed at the executive of- 
fices, the governor holds the whip hand. If 
political, factional, and personal troubles, as 
well as the grave parliamentary status of the 
tax levy bill, precludes the possibility of an 
agreement between the senate and the house 
in the present emergency, it is certain the 
governor will issue a oall bringing the extra 
session into existence at the moment the 
regular session ends, and with the tax levy 
bill as the chief {tem of consideration. 

Heavy delegations are due to arrive tomor- 
row to appear before the governor in con- 
nection with the arguments that he veto the 
employers’ lability and the compensation 
bills. 

Surprise for Senator Hurburgh. 

Galesburg, III., May 24.—[(Special.}—Sena- 
tor Hurburgh, chairman of the senate appro- 
priations committee, was surprised to learn 
that the tax levy bill had not been passed 
by the senate, but on reflection he said he be- 
lieved this to be the case. In fact, he did not 
recall that the bill had reached the senate,

be is serving a five year sentence for the 
wrecking of the Chicago National bank and 
its allied institutions. 

President Taft today denied the petitions 
for a pardon for Walsh or a commutation of 
his sentence which were signed by thousands 
of personal friends and business ‘associates 
of the former banker and railroad promoter. 
The president decided that the character of 
the financial crimes committed by Walsh 
absolutely precludes an extension of execu- 


tive clemency. 

Walsh will be compelled to stay in the 
prison until September at least, when he 
will be eligible to parole. 

At the same time the president denied the 
appeals for clemency of Charles W. Morse, 
the New York “ice Ring and banker. who 
is serving a fifteen year sentence in the At- 
lanta, Ga. federal penitentiary for violation 
ot the banking laws. 


Reasons for Refusing Appeals. 

The president gave these reasons for refuge 
ing the appeal in behalf of Walsh, sum 
marized as follows: 

Wald was guilty of gross moral turpi- 
tude in the handling of other people’s 
money and violated the banking laws ina 
manner Which none of the excuses urged 
in his beRalf can palliate. 

The claim that no ome lost money as a 
result of his conduct is belled by the fact 
that in the liquidation of his institutions 
the Chicago banks suffered a substantial 
bogs. 

He imperiled the money of his stock- 
holders and depositors in speculation, and 
“his guilt is in proportion to the trust and 
confidence extended to him.” | | 

The Importance of emphasizing the dis- 
tinction between honest business and dis- 
honest breaches of trust in this country 
makes imperative severe punishment of 
the dishonest and reckless bank officers, 

The crimes of Walsh were the more 
flagramt because of his high position in 
the community, and the exercise of clem- 
ency toward him would present a demor- 
alizing contrast to the treatment of the 
ordinary criminal.

Morse Worse than Walsh. 
The president said that Morse was gullty 
of the same offense against the banking laws 
as was Walsh. 

“Morse,” he gays, “exhibited the same 
fraudulent and criminal disregard of the 
trust imposed upon him in the exercise of 
the bank as Walsh did.“ 

President Taft quotes the report of A 
torney General Wickersham that Morse was 
extremely cunning in evading the law and 
heartless as to the consequences to others, 
The president thought thet Morse realized 
more than did Walsh the ej} he was doing 
and that the heavier sentence given to Morse 
was just. He did not undertake to decide at 
this time, however, whether fifteen years 
was too great a sentence and intimated that 
Morte might receive more favorable consid«

Text of Walsh Decision. 

The text of President Taft's opinion in tne 
Walsh case follows: 

“John R. Walsh was convicted of mis 
application of the funds of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank while he was its president, and 
was sentenced to imprisonment in the Leav- 
enworth penitentiary for five years. He be- 
gan serving his sentence on Jan. 19, 1010 

His pardon is asked: 

„ 1. Because his violations of laws were 
technical and did not involve moral turpitude 
and secured bim no financial benefit. 

“2 Because all the depositors of his banks 
were paid through the sacrifice of his private 
fortune. 

„g. Because he was, in doing what he did, 
attempting to upbuild industries of substan- 
tial benefit to the country. 

“4 Because he is an old man, in U) health, 
not likely to live long, and one who has borne

“The facts are that Walsh owned a large 
interest in three banks—the Chicago National 
bank, the Equitable Trust company, and the 
Home Savings bank, the latter two Illinois 
state corporations. He absolutely controlled 
them, although there was & substantial mi- 
nority interest held by others.

Detectives Stark and Johnson, with a Chi- 
nese interpreter, went to the address given 
by Louden, but ho Chinaman answering 
Ling’s description wes found there, The 
Mongollan in eharge of the laundry told the 
detectives that several of his countrymen 
had been employed by him during the last 
two yearé, but he did not believe Ling was 
one of them.

Stole Pennies from Newsstands and

Two of the most versatile thieves whom the 
police have encountered in months were 
picked up yesterday. They stole everything 
from pennies to automobiles. They are 
Walter Belaw and Clarence Morgan, re- 
epectively 15 and M years olf. Both are 
pupils in the Horace Greeley school. 

At the town hall police station it was 
found that their combined capital was $16. 
They admitted all of this money had been 
stolen from newepaper stands during the day, 
a few cents at atime.

an extension of the doctrine of regulation as 


| applied to railroads to other corporations. 
He said higher efficieney and not lower 


wages was a hope of the future. 


“Other Corporations in Same Boat.“ 

‘Other publie service corporatione are in 
the same boat.” he said, “and the turn of 
the banker, the manufacturer, and the mer- 
chant is coming next. Indeed. why shouldn't 
the newspapers have a taste of it? 

“ While the butcher, the baker, or the can- 
diestick maker may fix ptices at will so long 
as their business is subjejct to the ordinary 
laws of competition, yet just as soon as by 
reason t monopoly or combination the laws 
of trade no longer apply, then their business 
will have to become subject to public super- 
vision and if, necessary, control. Therefore 
the railroad man ought to feel somewhat 
Jubliant that he has gone through the mill, 
and, in the language of the noble art of self- 
defense, ‘although somewhat disfigured is 
still in the ring.“ 

Even in the minutest details ot government 
supervision Mr. Delano eaw advantages, 


“Inspectors Help Honest Railroads.” 
As every railway official knows,” he said, 
‘inspectors from the interstate commerce 
commisston have the right to come into your 
office any hour of the day and without pre- 
vious notice or warning ask for your papers, 
go through your files and documents memo- 
randa, etc., see how you are transacting your 
business, and send evidence of your methods 
to be looked over by the authorities at Wash- 
ington, 

At firet one resents the idea, but on ma- 
turer consideration I firmly believe that this 
ig@ good thing. it will make men more care- 
ful in their public.conduct, and they will 
realize that a quasi-public servant must so 
‘conduct his business that any one properly 
authorized may come in and see what he 
has done and how he has done it. Further- 
more, such supervision is going to help the 
mon who wants to conduct his business fair- 
ly, and will relieve him, to some extent at 
least, of the difficulties incident to unfair 
competition and shady business methods.“ 

Maintain Optimistic View. 

Mr. Delano spoke on the subject of Op- 
timism,’’ defining an optimist as a man who 
can take the lemons which are handed to 
him and make lemonade of them.” : 

“The railways have been going through 
pretty hard conditions in the last four years,“ 
he said, and most railway officials are not 
talking In an optimistic way. At the same 
time there is, to my mind, a good deal to be 
optimistic about. The most recent occur- 
rence which has taken place and perhaps 
the most serious disappointment the rallways 
have had has been the refusal of the inter- 
state commerce commission to grant à gen- 
eral advance in rates. And yet, I am inclined 
to think that this refusal! is really a bléssing 
in disguise. 

„The gross results to be expected from 
that advance were greatly ¢xaggerated in the 
public mind, and if we had been granted all 
that was asked for, or even half that was 
asked for, the demands of labor for added 
wages, and of the public for added service 
and facilities, would have more than eaten up 
the entire gain. 


“OQ, K.’s” Brandeis’ Deadly Cycle. 

„It must be admitted that Mr. Brandeis 
stated an important economie fact- namely, 
that the proposition that wages of railway 
employés should be advanced. that therefore 
rates should be advanced, so the railroads 
might still. be able to earn a fair return on 
their capitalization—proposed a deadly cycle 
which in the long run would ceftainly prove 
intolerable. And, though efficieney in rall- 
way operation is ho new thing to intelligent 
railway managers, there never was a time 
when managers were studying harder than 
now how they may increase their efficiency. 

+“ But that there may be no misunderstand- 
ing as to my position I desire to say that I 
believe railways should receivé increases in 
some of their rates; in other words, that rate 
adjustments should be made by leveling up 
rather than leveling down, as has been done 
so often in the past. 


“Must Resist Increasing Costs.” 

„ FEither that or the railroads must do 
something to resist the constantly Increas- 
ing cost of wages and materiais, for railways 
have suffered as much as any single interest 
by reason of the diminished , purchasing 
power of money. 

„We have gone crazy in trying to regulate 
too many things by law. For instance, a bill 
was introduced in one state to regulate the 
amount of foam on a glass of beer and in 
another to regulate the size of the aperture 
in ladies’ shirtwaists.”’

Green yesterday sold all of her real éstate 
holdings there. : 

Soon after the World's fair Hetty Green 
acquired 450 acres in the heart of Gage Park 
by foreclosure. During the years since then 
its residents have seen the rest of the city 
march forward while it stood still. Mrs. 
Green refused to stand for public improve- 
ments. 

Appeals to Mra, Green by the residents of 
the district to join with them in improve- 
ments were all without avail. Personal calls 
on her in New York had no effect. Indigna- 
tion meetings only made hér smile. Litiga- 
tion was tried, and Mrs. Green still is fight- 
ing one of these suits in the local courts, 
Ducks were shot in the park nearly all 
the year round. 


Finally Gives In to Buyers. 

Now Mrs. Green has sold her holdings to 
Cobe & McKinnon of the Assets Realization 
company, and they announced yesterday that 
they were going te develop the area. Cremin 
& O’Connor made the sale. 

Sewers, gas, water, and electricity are ail 
to be put in. Streets are to be paved and good 
sidewalks built. The purchasers promise to 
spend $500,000 for detterments. 

While the consideration has been withheld, 
the purchase price is said to have been in 
the vicinity of $750,000. Part of this is cov- 
ered in a trust deed to E. H. R. Green, Mrs. 
Green's son, for $387,500 for five years at 4% 
per cent. | 

The eignificant thing about the deal, accord- 
ing to real estate men, is that Mrs. Green was 
willing to sell at all, She owns real estate 
scattered through Chicago of an aggregate | 
value of more than $6,000,000. Her policy: | 
consistently adhered to, has been to hold and 
not improve. It is believed that the sale of 
her Gage Park holdings 18 the first evidence 
of a change that wildaliow all her lands grad- 
ually to go on the market. 

Only twice in the past has Mrs. Green been 
induced to let go of any of her Chicago lands. 
One of these tracts was the Grant Locomotive 
Subdivision. She sold this and then contested 
the sale. The Supreme court decided against 
her. 

Marshall Field Won Point. 

The other was a piece of Wabash avenue 
real estate, comprising a part of the site of 
the Marshall Field & Co. retail store, She 
sold this only after Marshall Field had per- 
sonally urged her to do 80. 

For years efforts have been made to Induce 
Mrs. Green to sell or lease the ground under 
the Howland block, at the southwest corner 
of Dearborn and Monroe streets.

SCORE MAIL FAVORITISM. 
Declare Postoffice Department 


Should Enforce Law on 
Newspaper Rates. 


By resolutions adopted at the closing ses- 
gion of the Illinois Daily Newspaper associa- 
tion yesterday at the La Salle hotel the 
members pledged themselves against pub- 
lishing free of charge under the guise of 


news any stories „ tinged with advertising, 


thereby placing press agents and seekers 
for free advertising under a ban. 

The editors denounced professional people 
who declared that it was unethical to pay 
for advertising, but conducted a campaign 
for seeking free advertising through news 
items’ offered to reporters and editors. 

The members also criticised the postoffice 
department in Washington for falling to 
carry out the law requiring newspaper pro- 
prietors in this state and other states to 
show paid-in-advance lists of subscribers 
in order that they may be permitted to re- 
tain the second class rates. 

A committee was appointed to take up this 
matter’ with the attorney general and ask 
that the law be enforced at once without 
favoritism.. 


Start Fight on Press Agents. 

The resolution against press agents was as 
follows: 

„We hereby pledge ourselves to refuse to 
print free of cost any matter carrying an ad- 
vertising tinge, such as press agent stories. 
cards from professional people termed ‘ news 
tems and similar notices misleading in 
character.“ * 

“The daily newspaper.“ said Senator 
Thomas Rees, awner of the Illinois State 
Register at Springfield, ** has been overridden 
with free notices. Dentists, doctors, and oth- 
er professional people send in what they ab- 
lege to be news items’ which are pure ad- 
vertising. When asked to advertise they 
claim it is unethica] and refuse to do so, but 
use their efforts in securing the advertising 
through the news item avenue. It must stop.” 


Attack Postoffice Department. 
The publishers were plain spoken in their 
criticism of the postoffice department, which 
they said has been “ playizg horse with 
the proprietors of daily papers throughout 
the country. They volunteered to assist the 


_ government in enforcing the law, which could 


only affect the members of their profession. 
Instances were enumerated of individual 
eases where the postoffice department had 
made threats to enforce the law and then 
@pparently bad forgotten all about carrying 
t out. 

“It is fest Uke a robber going to an officer 
and saying, Now, I don't want you to en- 
force the law against holdups for sixty or 
ninety days,.“ said President John H. Har- 
risom of Danville. “* Put it off for a while, 
because I want to rob a few more people.’ 

Now, that is not the-«pirit of the law. It 
up to the editors of the state of Illinois to 
gee to it that the law which has been passed 
te regulate the sending of newspapers 
through the malle is enforced, even if it does 
hit some of our members. The law should 
be enforced rigidly. No favoritism should be 
shown to any one.” | 


Fight Curb on Press. 

The subject of the Church bill, which pro- 
hidite the publishing of details of crimes, was 
brought up for a discussion for the second 
time. A committee composed of President 
Harrison. Senator Rees, and Harry F. Dor 
win of Springfield was appointed to call on 
Gov. Deneen and impress him with the ne- 
cessity of vetoing the bill. The members of 
the association pointed out that the power 
of the press would be curtailed to a large ex- 
tent if this bill became a law.

Lee Mahin on print paper and free advertis- 
ing, and @ discussion on trade relations fol- 
lowed. 
A considerable part of the day was taken 
up with informal discussion of shop at- 
fairs. The troubles and trials of newspaper 
publishers were thrashed out from the point 
of view of the. sanctums sanctorum and 
remedies were suggested. - 

The meeting adjourned late in the after- 
noon, and last evening most of the editors 
and their wives attended theatrical perform- 
ances.

Health Inspectors Find 29 Bodies 
in Building in Residence Section 


PROPERTY OWNERS OBJECT. 


Claim Carl Barnes Embalming School 
Violates City Ordinances. 


Twenty-nine human bodies, the property of 
a west side medical college, were ordered 
taken out of a garage in the rear of 709 South 
Winchester avenue yesterday after having 
been stored there for over a month in viola- 
tion of the city ordinances. ; 

The removal followed scores of complaints 
received by Dr. M. O. Heckard of the health 
department from residents of the neighbor- 
hood who declared their health endangered. 
Charges were also made by employés of the 
Hebard Storage and Warehouse company’s 
barns at Winchester and Ogden avenues 
that the garage on several occasions was 
used as a dissecting room, although it had 
not been licensed for such a purpose. 

The bodies were placed in the garage by 
employés of the Carl Barnes embalming 
school. 1977 Ogden avenue, following the 
springing of a leak in a large cement tank 
or. the roof of the school several weeks ago. 

“The bodies are owned by the Chicago 
Dispensary and Medical college, the medical 
department of Valparaiso university.“ said 
Attorney James Parker, counsel for the Win- 
chester avenue complainants. The were 
bought from the Barnes embalming school, 
which was to have delivered them to the 
college from time to time.”

National Congress in Sicily Discusses 
Measures to Extirpate Lawless 
Organizations. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. ] 
GIRGENTI, Sicily, May 24.—The national 
congress convened by the minister of justice, 
which is eitting here, will consider the ex- 
tirpation of the Camorra, the Mafia, and 
other organizations of Southern Italy, Sicily, 
and Sardinta. 

Nearly 2,000 prominent jurists and crim- 
inologists are in attendance. 

Former Premier Luzatti, in a speech to the 
congress, said thet little improvement was 
to be hoped for until these semi-savage 
regions hed been civilized by primary schools, 
ways of communication, water supply, and 
other innovations. In the meanwhile he 
urged the establishment of flying squadrons 
of carbineers to stamp out crime. 
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the chamber entrance called out the sergeant 
at arms and a number of assistants and the 
balconies and stairs were cleared.

| QUEENSTOWN, May 2%4—The Cunard 
liner Ivernia, which left Boston on May 16 
with 775 passengers aboard, struck Daunt 
rock at noon today while entering this port 
in a dense fog. 

| The vessel was brought to anchor near 
the eastern bank of Kinloch channel with 
twenty-five feet of water in the fore com- 
partment. All the passengers were landed 
safety. Then the boat was beached off 
Whitegate. 

| The first that was known here of the accil- 
flent was when the liner passed Roche's point, 
at the head of Cork harbor. The fore part 
of the Ivernia was sunk deep in the water, 
the stern was high in the air, and it had a 
dangerous looking list to starboard. 

_ Government divers probably will cover the 
hole In the vessel's bows sufficiently to 
enable it to reach Haulbowline dockyard, 
where it will be temporarily repaired and 
then proceed to Liverpool. 


Protecting Bulkhead Bursts, 
_ After the steamship was beached the pro- 
tecting bulkhead that had kept it afloat burst 
and other compartments and the engine room 
were flooded. The electric plant was dam- 
aged and the crew compelled to work by the 
Might of ofl lamps.

Phone Talk Exposed Lorimer. 


Mr. La Follette took the telephone con- 
versation which had occurred in the Grand 
Pacific hotel in Chicago and proved by it, 
at least to his satisfaction, that the man with 
whom Hines had talked was Lorimer. He 
suggested that the confusion which existed 
in the minds of W. H. Cook and Willtain 
O’Brien, who overheard the convereation, re- 
specting the man with whom Hines talked, 
arose probably out of a reference during the 
conversation to Hines’ statement that pre- 
viously he had talked over the long distance 
with Gov. Deneen. To use Mr, La Follette’s 
own words: 

„ beHeve the testimony shows beyond 
any qeustion, senators, that Hines was tele- 
phoning from the Grand Pacific hotel in Mr. 
Cook’s room, the morning of the day Lorimer 
was electe>. and that he was telephoning to 
Lorimer. To my mind the testimony abso- 
lutely clinches that matter.

Quotes Testimony of Hines.

Economical Housekeeping.

Cold Slaw and Cabbage Salads. 


HERE are no relishes more economical 

for the year around, and in general more 

y; acceptable, than those of cabbage. These 

are tne more acceptable if not always 

prepared in the game but in different 
ways. 

German Slaw or Relish—Shave fine the green 
part of one small firm head of cabbage and also 
one onion. Heat a spoonful of bacon fat, add 
to it a cup of diluted vinegar to which has 
been added salt and pepper, and cool slightly 
SO as not to wilt the cabbage, which it is poured 
over. Serve with meat and vegetable course.— 
Mrs. Edward Ziff, Wilmette, III. 

Cold Slaw.—Chop or Slice fine one-half head 
of cabbage and cover with the following dress- 
ing: One cup of milk thickened with one tea- 
spoon of flour. Heat to boiling point and stir 
in slowly one beaten egg. Season with salt, 
pepper, and a littie mustard, and, lastly, a tea 
2 of butter.—-Mary E. Herenden, Wilmette, 

Cold Slaw with Boiled Dressing.—Pour over 
one and a half cups of shaved cabbage and mix 
well, chill and serve, the following dressing: 
One yolk of egg, one-fourth cup of milk, two 
teaspoons of butter, one teaspoon of salt, one- 
half teaspoon of mustard, a little pepper, one- 
half teaspoon sugar, and two tablespoons of 
vinegar. Mix salt, mustard, pepper, and sugar, 
add egg. mix thoroughly, and then add the hot 
milk. Add butter and ‘cook in double boiler 
until it thickens, stirring constantly. Remove 
from fire and stir in the heated vinegar.—Ruth 
Hagerty, 841 Belden avenue.

Shredded Cabbage Slaw.— Shred one-third of 
a head of cabbage. Boil half a cup of vinegar 
with two teaspoons of sugar, one-half teaspoon 
each of salt and mustard, and one-half salt 
spoon of pepper. Rub a tablespoon of butter 
and a teaspoon of flour to a cream, and pour 
the boiling vinegar on it. Cook five minutes, 
then pour over one well beaten egg or a part of 
an egg. Mix while hot with the shredded cab- 
bage, using only enough to moisten the quantity

Hot Cabbage Slaw.—Shred or chop medium

A telegram announced. that the Reformed 
church of America, now meeting at Canton, 
O., voted unanimously in approval of the pro- 
posed plans for the union of the Reformed 
with the Presbyterian church. The assembly 
expressed its enthusiagm by standing and 
singing “Blest be the tie that binds.” 

The plan of union proposes to bring these 
two denominations together in 1914. Both 
the names “Reformed” and “Presbyterian,” 
if possible, are to be retained in the new or- 


ganization.

The scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 


ments acknowledged as the inspired word of 
God and the only infallible rule of faith and 
practice, with the confession of faith of the 
Presbyterian church .in the United States of

. UNCERTAINTY. ; 
On the success of the northern revolution 
m Mexico; Ambrosio Figueroa, the soutb- 
ern chief, is a cloud at least the size of a 
man’s hand. Madero is in part Anglicized; 
Figueroa is entirely Mexican. Madero has 
given his money to free Mexico. Few can 
be certain what are the purposes of Figue- 
roa. . 

His present disposition is said to be to 
recognize the terms which Madero has made 
With the federal government and to observe 
the peace established under the provisional 
government. If he do not there will be no 
peace in Mexico, regardiess of Diaz. 

If the southerner were to be interpreted 
in the light of such news of the southern 
revolt as gets north he would appear es a 
man of strength, audacity, justice, and de- 
cisiveness.

SOLON SHOULD BE RECHARGED. 
Frank W. Solon seems to have been care-

VOTING MACHINES. 

For reasons, many of which have been 
stated forcibly by the bureau of public effi- 
ciency, Chicago should go extremely slow 
in buying voting machines. The investment 
of any large sum in them would be a mere 
gamble. Machines of thesize and character 
contemplated by the election commissioners 
never have had a practical trial. When put 
to the test they might prove an utter fallure. 
Then the city would have a lot of old iron 
on its hands. 

There should be a thorough test of the 
proposed machines, which are to contain at 
least nine party columns and to have at least 
seventy voting keys for each column, before 
buying any numberofthem. The test might 
show that they puzzied the average voter 
more than the blanket ballot does, and that 
he would press the key which registered his 
vote for the straight party ticket oftener 
than he now makes his mark in the circle at 
the head of the party column. There would 
be less scratching. Voting machines would 
mean more machine voting. To that the 
politicians would take no exception, 

But it the election commissioners are re- 
solved to go it blind and bet the city’s money 
on an uncertainty, there are two things they 
should not fall to do. One isto be absolutely 
certain that the specifications they draw up 
are not n framed as to restrict competition 
and thereby favor some particular type of 
machine. The field should be thrown open 
to all who might wish to bid. 

In the second place, if the delivery of a 
specified number of machines at a given 
time is made an essential condition of ite 
specifications and of contracts entered into 
under them, there should be no “ fine work,” 
no juggling, after the contracts shall have 
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delivery would involve heavy penalties. | 


The specified penalties should be so heavy 
that a successful bidder would be forced to 
Hive up to his contract. They should be so 
heavy that concerns which knew they could 
not make deliveries on time would not bid. 

But the best thing to do is to reject all 
bids and wait until there are in thegnarke. 
machines which have proved their fitness vr 
the work they would be put to. 


ARGUMENTS VS. FACTS. 

Mr. Eben J. Ward of Marseilles brings 
forth a labored statement to show that elec- 
tric power can be produced cheaper by 
steam than by water power. Mr. Ward, 
however, does not draw attention to the 
fact that he is one of the claimants to the 
water power value created by the drainage 
canal water, nor does he say how much 
money he considers his water power claims 
are worth. 

It is strange how the arguments that the 
state will lose money by conserving the 
water power of the drainage canal are al- 
most invariably traced to water power 
claimants, how grimly these claimants hold 
on to their elaima, and how persistently they 
lobby to defeat the rights of the public, 


ICE AT THIRTY CENTS. 

It is worth noting that some of the small, 
independent ice dealers continue to sell at 
80 cents a hundred pounds. Their equip- 
ment, in some cases, consists merely of a 
wagon and horses. They purchase their ice 
at wholesale and retail it. In this classifica- 
tion are not included the peddlers with whom 
the department of health has trouble from 
time to time. The dealers under discus- 
sion seemingly meet all requirements in the 
way of cleanliness and their ice apparently 
is as pure as any natural ice offered by their 
large competitors. 

They continue to sell at 80 cent a hundred 
pounds. They have none of the advan 
tages possessed by the big companies. 
Economically they are at a disadvantage, 
but they find a profit in sales at their price. 
Naturally they may not continue to sell at 
the low rate when the big corporations are 
taking 40 cents a hundred pounds, but it is 
interesting to note that they find a fair 
profit and are not seeking the increased 
price. 

If this be the case with them it is not 
easy to understand the explanations of the 
large companies,

ORD RODEN, who succeeded last year 
to the earldom of his elder brother, is 
charged with having voted at the last 
two general elections as Col. Robert 
Jocelyn after he had become à peer. 
The matter has been brought before thecom- 
mittee of privileges of the house of commons, 
and the case has been proved against him 
beyond any possibility of a doubt. 

Of course, this is wholly against the law, 
and it is demanded that Lord Roden should 
be punished by means of a heavy fine. It 
ie 4 question, however, whether this will 


of commons. For Lord Roden’s peerages— 
namely, the earldom of Roden, the vis- 
county of Jocelyn, and the barony of Newport 
—are all Irish honors, and do not with 
them a seat in the house of lords, since Lord 
Roden has hot been elected by his fellow 
peers of Ireland to be one of their twenty- 
eight representatives in the house of lordsat 


Westminster. As an Irish peer, without a 
seat in the house of lords, Lord Roden has 
a right to sit for an English or Scotch con- 


stituency in the house of commons, but not 
for an Irie one. Lord Valentia and the 
Harl of Winterton each of them sit in the 
house of commons for English constituen- 
cles, They have, therefore, necessarily a 
vote at parliamentary elections in England, 
but not in Ireland.

Lord Roden argues his belief that being 
at liberty, despite his Irish peerages, to vote 
at a parlamen election in England, he 
had the same right in Ireland. But his plea to 
this effect ts rather impaired by the circum- 
stance that he voted in Ireland not as Ear! of 
Roden but by his former name of Col. Joce- 
hyn. 

Now, although Irish and Scotch peers have 
no seat in the house of lords, as representa- 
tives of the peerages of their respective coun- 
tries, they have nevertheless all the other 
rights and prerogatives of peers of the United 
Kingdom—namely, immunity from the juria- 
diction of the ordinary courts and the right 
to trial by the house of lords. Moreover, 
they are all of them titular cousins of the 
sovereign. This being the case, it is doubtful 
in the extreme whether the committee of 
privileges of the house of commons or 
the house as a whole has any authority to 
summon the Earl of Roden to appear before 
it or to inflict a fing. He has, in fact, ignored 
its summons and its proceedings, which have 
been ‘carried on in his absence, since he claims 
that he is amenable only to the house of lords. 


— 

If this view is adopted by the house of com- 
mons then all that it can do will be to send 
a copy of the findings of its committee of 
privileges to the committee of privileges of 
the house of lords and to request the latter 
to ipfilct punishment upon its erring mem- 
ber. But f ia quite on the cards that the 
house of lords may insist that in this matter, 
at any rate, Lord Roden cannot be regarded 
as one of its members, since he has no seat 
in the upper house. It may also suggest 
that it has no means of dealing with the 
problem until Lord Roden becomes a mem- 
ber of the house of lords, through his election 
by the peers of Ireland, as a representative 
peer of Ireland. 

Just how the controversy is going to be 
settled it ie difficult to see, and it is on the 
cards that owing to the difficulty of deter- 
mining the jurisdiction Lord Roden may, 
especially if he keeps a stiff upper lip, escape 
punishment altogether, greatly to the dis- 
gust of the commons, although he has un- 
doubtedly been guilty of a serious breach 
of the laws of the realm.

Young Lord Vernon, who announces that 
vwing to the fiscal exactions of the present 
government he intends to dispose of his 
Sudbury estates in Derbyshire, which in- 
volves the breaking up of one of the finest 
landed properties in the Midlands, is half an 
American, his mother being a daughter of 
Francis C. Lawrence of New York. His 
mother, the widowed Lady Vernon, has long 
been an invalid, and her two boys, Lord 
Vernon and his younger brother, ag well as 
their sister, were brought up to a great 
extent under the guardianship of their uncle, 
the Hon. William Frederick Vernon, who 
also married an American girl—namely, the 
daughter of Gen. Daniel Frost of St. Louis. 

The Vernons can boast of being among 
the oldest families of England, being de- 
scended from that Richard de Vernon who 
accompanied the Conqueror from Normandy 
to England, and was one of the seven barons 
created by Hugh Lupus, the great Earl of 
Chester. They settled at Haddon hall, in 
Derbyshire, over six hundred years ago, and 
one of them, Sir Henry Vernon, Lord of 
Haddon, was governor and treasurer of 
Prince Arthur, the elder brother of Henry 
VIIL This Prince Arthur spent much of 
his time at Haddon hall, and his governor, 
Sir Henry, was the grandfather of that 
Dorothy Vernon whose elopement furnished 
so Picturesque a romance and whose runaway 
marriage with Sir John Manners carried 
Haddon halb into the family of the Duke of 
Rutland, ts present owner,

But the principal home of the Vernons 
ever since the reign of James I. has been 
Budbury hall, which Lord Vernon now wishes 
to sell. It is a grand old place, which came 
into the house of Vernon through the mar- 
riage of Sir John Vernon to Helen, daughter 
and heiress of Sir John de Montgomerie. It 
is & picturesque red brick house, with some 
magnificent oak carvings by Grinling Gib- 
bons, and is filled with old masters, includ- 
ing paintings by Rubens, Vandyke, Murillo, 
and Velasquez, It stands in the center of a 
large park, extending over a thousand acres, 
richly wooded by grand old trees many hun- 
dred years old, and commanding eae beautiful 
view of Dove valley. 

As nearly every one of the Vernons has 
married an heiress, the family is rich, Lord 
Vernon being no exception to the rule, much 
of his wealth being derived from valuable 
collieries, which were worked with so much 
tact and discretion by his guardian and uncle 
during his minority that there have never 
been any labor troubles with the men.

The/names of Venables prefixed to the 
patropymic of Vernon by means of a hyphen 
comes to Lord Vernon through the marriage 
of one of his ancestors, Sir Henry Vernon, 
member of parliament for the County of 
Stafford, with the granddaughter and heiress 
of Sir Peter Venables, the last of the Vena- 
bles lorda of Kinderton, and it was the son 
of this marriage who was elevated to the 
peerage az Lord Vernon, at the beginning of 
the reign of George II., the Barony of Kin- 
derton being likewise revived in his favor, 
in view of the fact that he had inherited all 
the extensive Venables estates. 

Lord Vernon, who has inherited all the 
rod looks of his father and mother, and 
which, indeed, are characteristics of his 
house, counts among the members of the fam- 
ily of which he is chief, Lewis Harcourt. 
secretary of state for the colonies in the 
present Asquith cabinet, and married to J, 
Pierpont Morgan's niece, Mary Ethel Burns. 
Strictly speaking a Vernon, Lewis Harcourt’s 
name of Harcourt comes to him by virtue of 
conditions imposed upon the possession of 
certain family property. The first Lord Ver- 
non married the granddaughter of Lord 
High Chancellor Viscount Harcourt and sis- 
ter of Simon Harl Harcourt.

Chicago, May 24.—[To the Friend of the 
People.J—May 12, while riding west on 
the front platform of a Madison street car, 
the bridge without warning by bell began to 
swing to allow a boat to pass through. The 
front part of the car was on the bridge at 
this time, and it was only by quick action 
of the motorman that an accident was 
averted, R. N. W. 
Upon investigation I find that the bridgetender, 
Samuel Allen, states he remembers the case clearly. 
On the approach of the boat at the time mentioned 
he rang the large bell on top of the bridge and the 
small alarm bell at the west approach of the bridge. 
The alarm bell at the east approach of the bridge 
was out of order owing to the cable being broken by 
a passing boat. The motorman of the car in ques- 
tion, seeing no police officer at the east approach of 
the bridge, made an effort to run on the bridge in 
the face of the alarm. Mr. Allen further states 
that the bridge did not move until the car backed 
off. Fred Nelson, a switchman employed by the 
Chicago Railways company and who is on duty at 
the west end of the Madison street bridge, saw that 
the motorman did not observe the signals, and he 
ran to the east approach of the bridge and ordered 
the motorman te back his car up, which he did. 
The police officer detailed at the east approach of 
the bridge was attending inspection at the time. 
Mr. Nelson further states there was absolutely no 
danger, as the bridgetender made no attempt to 
swing the bridge until the car had backed off.

Moreover, they have 
given the people of Chicagoan unforgettable 
demonstration of the carrying power of the 
living lesson over against the intellectual 
acquisition of some pasteboard statistics and 
progressive diagrams. 

Chicago’s most promising citizens, the 
young, have put through a thoroughly whole 
some exhibition of their energies and have 
enjoyed a genuine phase of education while 
doing it. What a fine land America is, in 
spite of its squalor, when thousends upon 
thousands of ttle ones of all nationalities 
under the sun can come together, be exhib- 
ited, see themselves exhibited, and take in 
hopefully the promise of a better tomorrow.

Racetrack Followers Seek to 
Amend Gambling Statute. 


SAID TO FAVOR BOOKMAKING.. 


Opponents of Legislation Charge At- 
tempt to Circumvent Bills. 


Albany, N. Y., May 24.—The campaign for 
amendment of the anti-racetrack gambling 


bills passed during the administration of Gov. 
Hughes is being fought out bitterly before the 
legislative committees here. One of the bills 
before the legislature seeks to strike out the law 
holding directors of racing associations personally 
liable for betting at the tracks. Another defines 
‘* bookmaking without writing,’’ which was in- 
corporated into the statutes on the recommendation 
of Gov. Hughes as meaning the “ laying or pub- 
lishing of odds to all comers.“ 

The contention of those who supported Gov. 
Hughes is that the obvious purpose of the proposed 
legislation is to restore racetrack gambling. On 
the other hand, Richard T. Wilson Jr., president 
of the Saratoga Racing association, told the com- 
mittee that the racetrack men were absolutely 
opposed to betting.“ but he maintained that the 
present laws are too strict. Edward A. Tipton, 
partner in the largest concern in this country that 
handles blooded horses, declared that his firm had 
not sold a single thoroughbred except for export 
since the Hughes bilis became law.

Kansas City, Mo., May 24.—Secretary Mac- 
Veagh of the treasury, speaking before the 
Assembled Bankers’ associations of Missouri 
and Kansas here. tonight, indorsed the plan 
for monetary reform proposed by Senator 
Aldrich and made a plea for all bankers to 
support it in a public spirited, nonpartisan 


way. | 
“It is proper to differentiate Mr. Aldrich's 


monetary views from Mr. Aldrich's tariff 
views,” Mr. MacVeagh said. “I have not 
agreed with his tariff views, and he as well 
as anybody else that cared about my views 


sap I did not. 

** But we must get away from Mr. Aldrich as 
a tariff builder before we can understand him as 
a monetary reformer. As @ monetary reformer he 
is assuredly one of the best examples, He has 
long been interested in monetary questions and 
legislation, but it is only during the last four 
or five years that he has become what he is— 
a thoroughly enlightened student and builder.” 


Commends the Reserve Plan. 


Taking up the elements of banking, Secretary 
MacVeagh discussed currency and reserves and 
traced the study of the currency problem in the 
United States Gown to the work of the monetary 
commission and the suggested plen for the crea- 
tion of the Reserve Association of America.

VOTE TO SHUT HOSIERY MILLS. 


Wational Association of Manufacturers 
Decides to Close Down Four 
Months Hach Year. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 24.—The National 
Association of Hosiery and Underwear Man- 
ufacturers which controls 8 per cent of the 
hosiery and probably 25 per cent of the knit 
underwear manufactured in America, today 
unanimously adopted a resolution which will 
result in a shutting down of their mills on an 
average of four months n each year. 

The resolution declares the manufacturers 
are confronted with demoralized trade con- 
ditions, which have limited their sales and 
narrowed profits to a basis where there is 
little or no remuneration. 

Another resolution places the blame for the 
depression in the knitting industries on gam- 
bling in cotton futures.

SULLIVAN GETS PAY RAISE 


“Shale Rock“ Author Receives 
$1,680 Pending Promo- 
tional Tests. 


Two men disciplined by the last munici- 
pal administration made substantial gains 
yesterday toward regaining their former 
places on the city pay roll. 

One of them, Frank W. Solon, twice dis- 
aharged by the trial board from the post of 
gecond assistant superintendent of streets, 
obtained a court order quashing the finding 
which dismissed him from the city service 
@ year ago: and the other, Timothy J. Sub 
liven, author of the famous “ shale rock 
letter, wes given a temporay increase in 
salary pending promotional examination.” 

It is expected that Solon will be reinstated 
goon, as the place formerly held by him 
was cleared recently by Commissioner L. 
E. McGann to prepare for his return, and 
Sullivan was returned a month ago to the 
commissioner's office from which he was 
ousted by B. J. Mullaney, who gave him 
the choice of procuring a transfer or facing 
charges. 


Rules That Board Erred. 

Both of these men suffered as a result of 
the Merriam commission investigations, and 
the only other employé under civil service 
who was severely hit by the commission's 
disclosures, William E. Quinn, already has 
been reinstated as superintendent of the bu- 
réau of sewers. 

The court order In Solon's case was directed 
by Judge Mangan. The finding of the civil 
service commission passed by these charges 
filed against him when he was suspended and 
found him guilty of the fourth charge—that 
while intoxicated a few days after his suspen- 
sion he endeavored to attack Frank T. Fow- 
ler, then superintendent of streets, who sus- 


pended him. 


Rules Commission Erred. 

Judge Mangam ruled that the commission 
erred in that it did not have jurisdiction over 
Solon while he was under suspension and, 
therefore, not a city employé. 

Attorney George W. Miller asserted that the 
Gecision annulled his client's discharge from 
the city service and that his next step will be 
to demand that he be reinstated. 

Mayor Harrison, however, may take a 
different view of the situation when it is 


_ brought to his attention.
